The article generated 
interest and we inducted 
four new members. 
We were told that 


I received a let¬ 
ter from the 
Vale council 
giving notice that 
from August 19, 
recycling materials 
will only be col¬ 
lected if the waste 
is put out in coun¬ 
cil-supplied green 
bins or blue bags. 

Not having a blue bag 
I went the next day to 
Cowbridge library to 
collect one, to be told 
they had all gone and 
that only 50 had been 
delivered. This for the 
whole of Cowbridge 
and outlying villages. 
Apparently this change 
is due to recycling waste 
being contaminated with 
non-recyclable waste 


being hidden in single 
use carrier bags, leading 
to waste being rejected. 

Anyone with half a 
brain could have told 
the councillor who 
introduced the two black 
bag per fortnight limit 
that this would happen. 

Furthermore, I doubt if 
cases such as how to put 
out shredded paper can be 
put out without the waste 
blowing in the wind 
and littering the streets 
has been thought about. 

Reintroduce a sensible 
black bag limit so that 
soiled paper and card¬ 
board, such as greasy 
pizza boxes, can be dis¬ 
posed without contami¬ 
nating the waste streams.

‘Open-top bins will only fuel 
climate crisis on windy days’

40 attendees at Rondel 
House would create a 
far more confusing and 


stressful situation for 
those with dementia. 

In addition, St John 
is available for longer 
hours during the week, 
closing at 5pm rather 
than 3.30pm at Rondel 
House, and also provides 
a service on Saturdays. 
Family carers welcome 
the more extensive sup¬ 
port, particularly carers 
who work full time. 

I would ask one 
question: if your relative 
suffered with dementia 
and you desperately 
needed the respite, 
which service would 
you wish to be available 
in order that your loved 
one could continue liv¬ 
ing in the community? 

I fear that some family 
carers might decide res¬ 
idential care is the only 
option if a service like 
St John is not available.

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Police youth volunteer 
praised for bravery

THE actions of a Barry Police Youth 
Volunteer during a robbery have been 
commended by the head of policing for 
the area. 

Cameron-Lee Coles (14), has been awarded a 
certificate for his bravery by Chief Superintendent 
Alun Morgan, Divisional Commander for Bridgend 
and the Vale of Glamorgan. 

Thanks to the teenager’s training with the Barry 
Police Youth Volunteers, Cameron was able to keep 
calm during an incident that he witnessed on Everard 
Street, Barry on May 15, 2019. 

Three men were jailed for a combined total of 
14-and-a-half years in June for the robbery of a 
39-year-old man. One of the men was also charged 
with possession of a machete. Cameron was walking 
home from school when he encountered the three 
men assaulting another man. A woman, who had 
her young child with her, was also a witness to the 
incident. 

The Barry PYV helped to move the woman to 
safety, phoned 999 and provided descriptions of the 


suspects to police. The budding police officer said: 
“I saw the three men approaching the other man. 
One of them had a machete in his hand. They were 
punching the man on the floor and threatening to 
stab him. There was a woman with a baby nearby, as 
it happened right outside her house, she was scared 
and I thought I had to help to get her away and make 
her safe.” 

Chief Supt Alun Morgan said: “Cameron’s actions 
helped to ensure the safety of his community and 
members of the public along with offering comfort 
and reassurance to a woman who was with her young 
child. Critically, he was also able to accurately 
report what he had seen to realise the best response. 
Not many adults, let alone teenagers, would be able 
to deal with the situation Cameron faced. 

“It is a pleasure to have someone of his character 
be part of the Barry Police Youth Volunteers, to 
whom he is a credit. Cameron joined the Barry 
PYVs in September last year and has grown in 
confidence. His family are quite rightly very proud 
of him - as indeed are we, in having Cameron as part 
of the South Wales Police family,” 


UHW chief admits he 6 did not move 
quickly enough’ to address failings 


THE head of Wales’ big¬ 
gest hospital has apolo¬ 
gised to patients and staff 
after a damning report 
into its A&E services. 

NHS Wales patients at 
University Hospital of Wales 
in Cardiff were waiting for 
more than 20 hours in the 
assessment unit without water 
or proper food in uncomfort¬ 
able chairs, the report found. 

Healthcare Inspectorate 
Wales (HIW) also found at 
times there was only one nurse 
for 20 patients at the unit. 

Len Richards, chief executive 
of Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board which runs the hos¬ 
pital, has now issued an apology 
to patients and staff for not mov¬ 
ing quickly enough on the issue. 

It follows Mr Richards admit¬ 
ting to AMs the health board “did 
not see the gravity of the situation” 


during a meeting of the Welsh 
Assembly’s Health, Social Care 
and Sport Committee on July 3. 

Mr Richards said: “It was a 
challenging session as these for¬ 
mal scrutiny sessions tend to be. 
Unfortunately, the session was 
followed by some negative media 
coverage as I had to admit that in 
my effort to ensure that we reached 
a sustainable improvement in the 
waiting times for patients in the 
lounge area, I have not moved 
quickly enough on this issue. 

“I would like to apologise to the 
staff and the patients in the area 
and commit to working along¬ 
side staff to reach a solution.” 

HIW’s inspection from March 
25 to 27 found patients were sit¬ 
ting on chairs “in moderate to 
severe pain” with the lounge area 
offering “little or no privacy”. 

Mr Richards said: “We are 
working with the leadership 
teams in the Clinical Boards of 


Medicine and Surgery to put in 
place a robust improvement plan 
to address the recommendations. 

“That has included immedi¬ 
ately putting in place a number 
of measures and committing to 
delivering the actions required to 
ensure patients have timely access 
to care and improved overall expe¬ 
rience by the staff on the unit. 

“I was pleased that despite the 
issues, HIW highlighted staff in 
the unit as being kind and com¬ 
passionate to patients and treating 
patients with respect, courtesy, 
and politeness at all times as well 
as there being a good emphasis on 
teamwork and support for each 
other amongst clinical teams. 

“I am sure that this strong 
sense of care for our patients 
and commitment to working 
together will drive the success 
of our improvement plan.”

AM criticises 
recycling changes 
in the Vale 


SOUTH Wales 
Central AM 

Andrew RT Davies 
has called for action, 
after Vale residents 
were given little 
more than a week’s 
notice of imminent 
changes to their 
recycling collections 
Residents have been 
informed that from 
August 19, all recy¬ 
cling collections must 
be left out in reusable 
blue bags provided 
by the Vale Council. 

Any waste left in dis¬ 
posable or plastic bags 


will not be collected. 

The Council have 
justified the move on 
the basis they need to be 
properly able to inspect 
the waste, since many 
non-recyclable items 
have been left in plastic 
bags, causing the whole 
batch to be contaminated. 

But Mr Davies, who 
also serves as a councillor 
for the Rhoose ward, said 
residents should have 
been given more time to 
prepare, with a proper 
consultation exercise. 

He also said there 
should have been greater 
opportunity for scru¬ 
tiny of the proposals. 


PLASTIC shopping bags 
will be banned from recy¬ 
cling collections in the Vale 
of Glamorgan after resi¬ 
dents were accused of using 
them to ‘hide’ food waste 
and soiled nappies. 

Recyclable waste will only be 
collected in council-issued bags 
and boxes from August 19. The 
council says people are disposing 
of items such as cat litter, food 
waste, textiles and nappies with 
recyclable waste in single-use 
plastic bags. 

The authority says it is taking 
urgent action as up to a third of 
its recycling is being lost due to 
contamination. 

Entire lorry loads of recycling 
have been rejected at the process¬ 
ing centre due to the contamina¬ 
tion of the waste, the council has 
said. 

It comes after the council 
restricted black bag waste collec¬ 
tions to two bags per household 
last year. Residents were written 
to about the changes - but emails 
seen by the Local Democracy 
Reporting Service (LDRS) shows 
these letters were sent out without 
the knowledge or approval of the 
Leader of the Vale Council. 


The letter to residents, sent by 
Colin Smith, the council’s oper¬ 
ational manager for neighbour¬ 
hood services, said: ‘Although 
the restriction of black bags has 
been very successful, we have 
seen an increase in contaminated 
recycling with food, nappies and 
textiles being hidden within sin¬ 
gle-use plastic bags, which has 
resulted in a high volume of our 
recycling being rejected.’ 

The council says the vast major¬ 
ity of Vale residents are ‘commit¬ 
ted recyclers’ and have helped 
the county become one of the top 
areas in Wales. But in an email to 
councillors on August 2, Mr Smith 
added: ‘We are unfortunately 
experiencing extremely high lev¬ 
els of contamination in our dry 
recycling stream as a result of the 
increased use of single-use plastic 
- white or clear and green bags in 
particular. 

‘On some days, the levels over 
the last couple of months have 
been so high, it has resulted in 
all our recycling being rejected. 
We are finding food and nappies 
are the main contaminants which 
is disappointing, especially when 
there are no restrictions on how 
much food or nappies you can 
have collected at the kerbside.’ 

Council leader Neil Moore 


replied to the email and the let¬ 
ters to residents, saying: ‘This 
has not been sanctioned by me 
and the email was issued without 
my knowledge or consent. I have 
instructed officers to rescind it.’ 

In a follow-up email to council¬ 
lors on August 5, deputy leader of 
the council Cllr Lis Burnett said: 
“It was recognised that the letter 
to residents was not as accessi¬ 
ble as we would have wished. 
Unfortunately as the letter had 
been issued via the government 
portal it was not possible to either 
amend or rescind it. 

“While summer is never a good 
time to make a changes to waste 
and recycling collection arrange¬ 
ments, the scale of the issue 
demanded urgent action.” 

Cllr Burnett has admitted to the 
LDRS that the letters were “not as 
we would have wanted”. She said 
in a statement: “Vale residents 
have made a tremendous effort to 
achieve such a high rate of recy¬ 
cling but unfortunately a minority 
are ignoring the guidelines and it’s 
causing a major problem. 

“Urgent action is needed and 
we are delighted at the immediate 
uptake of the changes by many 
residents.

Vale man jailed for 
attack on female 
officers 


THREE female 
prison officers were 
attacked by an inmate 
when violence broke 
out at Bridgend’s 
Parc Prison, 

writes AJ Sicluna. 

Cardiff Crown 
Court heard that one 
of them was kicked 
and another was bitten 
and had to receive 
hospital treatment. 

Sean Kells, 33, from 
Aeron Close, Barry, 
who was due for release 
the following day after 
serving a sentence for 
burglary, admitted two 
charges of assault, 
and was jailed for 
a total of 14 months. 

Judge Richard 
Williams said there 
had been deliberate 
attacks on the officers 
when maintaining 
order in a challeng¬ 
ing environment. 

He said such 
persons had to be 


regarded as inviolate. 

“Anyone involved 
with such attacks can 
expect to be dealt with 
severely,” he said. 

Prosecutor Thomas 
Stanway said an 
incident occurred in 
the prison at about 
12.35pm on December 
3 between two inmates. 

Kells ran at one 
officer and pushed her 
against the cell door. 

Someone shouted 
“Kells, man, 

it’s a woman!” 

Attempts were 
made to restrain Kells 
who was described 
as filled with anger. 

He kicked another 
woman to the jaw 
and three times to the 
shoulder and another 
was bitten on her thigh. 

It was believed 
that Kells and others 
had been under the 
influence of alcohol, 
made in the prison 


and known as hooch. 

The court heard that 
Kells had convictions 
for 144 offences, includ¬ 
ing dmgs and violence. 

His barrister, David 
Leathley, said: “He 
was due for release the 
very next day, and was 
keen to apologise unre¬ 
servedly. He promptly 
pleaded guilty. 

“He respected those 
prison officers and had 
a rapport with them. 

“He was angry 
because he had been 
the victim of an assault 
by other inmates 
when jumped upon 
in a cell and beaten.” 

He said he had lost 
all reason, there was 
no malice towards the 
officers and the assaults 
were not premeditated. 

Shortly before, 
said Mr Leathley, 
he had heard that his 
mother had been 
taken seriously ill.

Wine bar refused 
planning permission 


A WINE bar once 
part-owned by the 
deputy mayor of 
Barry has been 
refused planning 
permission - despite 
already being open 
since June. 

The Watering Hole in 
St Nicholas Road, Barry 
was opened on June 14 
by Leighton Rowlands, 
the current Barry dep¬ 
uty mayor and former 
mayor of the Vale of 
Glamorgan but the wine 
bar and coffee shop was 
opened without planning 
permission, which led to 
an investigation by the 
Vale Council. 

The council’s plan¬ 
ning committee has 
now refused permission 
for the wine bar on the 
grounds that it would 
mean “unacceptable 
noise and disturbance” 
for neighbours. It means 
the council will begin 
enforcement action to 
stop the building being 
used as a coffee shop and 
wine bar. 

Cllr Rowlands has 
previously said he 
resigned as a business 
owner of The Watering 
Hole on June 19 - five 
days after it opened, 
with his former busi¬ 
ness parter Sam Lewis 


taking over. A total of 25 
people raised concerns 
about The Watering 
Hole, complaining about 
noise and disturbance 
from the premises, and 
parking overspill. Barry 
Town Council objected 
to the plans, saying “the 
proposed development 
would have a detrimental 
effect upon the amenities 
that local residents cur¬ 
rently enjoy due to pos¬ 
sible noise, disturbance 
and traffic levels”. 

Shared Regulatory 
Services, the licensing 
authority for the Vale, 
also raised concerns. A 
premises licence had been 
granted, but the change 
of use of the building 
was not authorised by 
Vale Council’s planning 
department. The meeting 
heard there had been a 
number of complaints 
about “shouting, raised 
voices, barking dogs and 
live music” coming from 
The Watering Hole. Cllr 
Rowlands is a member of 
the Planning Committee, 
but left the meeting 
when the application was 
discussed. 

Committee member 
Cllr Neil Thomas said: 
“It is disappointing that 
a member of the council 
who was fully aware of 
planning rules has been 


involved in the prema¬ 
ture opening of this bar.” 

The proposed opening 
hours were from 10am 
to 11pm weekdays 
and 10am to 12am on 
Saturday. 

Andrew Nunn, neigh¬ 
bourhood services officer 
for SRS, told the Vale 
council in a letter: “This 
application site is not sit¬ 
uated in an area normally 
considered to be part of 
the night time economy. 
I feel therefore that it 
would not be suitable in 
a wholly residential envi¬ 
ronment due to potential 
noise issues.” 

A council report said: 
“The change of use has 
greatly increased the 
otherwise low potential 
for noise disturbance and 
anti-social behaviour in 
this and other nearby res¬ 
idential streets during the 
late evening and the early 
hours of the morning. 

“Noise from vehicle 
movements and the com¬ 
ings and goings of the 
patrons as they leave the 
establishment, particu¬ 
larly at closing time, are 
therefore likely to have 
a continuing significant 
effect on this otherwise 
relatively quiet location.”

Movie-making is back 
it Dragon Studios with 
an NBC blockbuster 
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Concern grows over future of nature reserve 


PEOPLE are 
becoming increas¬ 
ingly concerned 
over the future of 
a nature reserve in 
Bridgend county 
borough. 

The Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve com¬ 
prises about 1,300 acres 
of managed coastal sand 
dunes and wetlands on 
the coastline between 
Porthcawl and Port 
Talbot and is regarded 
as one of the finest 
examples of a sand dune 
habitat in Europe. 

The reserve is home 
to many rare species of 
plants, insects, birds and 
animals. 

It contains the UK’s 
entire population of the 
fen orchid and includes 
the clear waters of Kenfig 
Pool which, at 70 acres, 
is the largest natural lake 
in south Wales. 

In the past five years 
the number of orchids 
at the reserve has soared 
from 200 to over 4,000. 

However, locals fear 
all this is now at risk. 

On December 31, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
(BCBC) lease expires 
for the reserve after 
several decades of site 
management by local 
government. 

But as yet, there has 
been no news from the 
reserve’s owners - the 
Kenfig Corporation 
Trust - on which organ¬ 
isation will take over the 
management. 

The local authority 
has previously raised 
concerns over the lack 
of news due to the site’s 


complexity and the need 
for a suitable handover 
period for any new organ¬ 
isation to find out what’s 
involved and ensure a 
smooth transition. 

Now, a Facebook 
group has been created 
to highlight the uncertain 
situation over the future 
management and to try to 
engage with its trustees. 

Heather Protheroe, 
who set up the group, 
lives near the reserve and 
said the community was 
becoming increasingly 
worried. 

She said: “My main 
concern is when BCBC 
leaves the site at the end 
of this year there will be 
nobody left managing the 
reserve. 

“I know Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) 
has a commitment to 
make sure certain things 
are maintained. 

“However, I really 
fear it’s going to become 
a site for fly-tipping, 
there’ll be no-one there 
to ensure people don’t 
take their bikes up there 
and there’ll be no-one 
to promote it, or look 
after it. 

“The fen orchid is one 
of the rare species on the 
site and a lot of that is 
down to the site manage¬ 
ment by the warden and 
volunteers. 

“If there’s nobody 
there to manage the land, 
what will the results be? 

“It’s such a shame - 
it’s a fabulous reserve, 
unique in many respects. 

“It’s a real jewel in the 
crown of Wales.” 

She added: “I’m trying 
to get the trustees to talk 
to the community so the 
community can work 


with them to get the best 
resolution for the reserve 
and ensure the site is 
there for generations to 
come. 

“People are keen to 
help, we want to help 
and perhaps by showing 
the strength of feeling in 
the community towards 
the reserve it could help 
in negotiations with any 
new management. 

“But unfortunately we 
can’t get the trustees to 
talk to anybody which is 
quite frustrating. 

“We understand that 
ongoing negotiations are 
sensitive and not for the 
public domain but we 
would very much wel¬ 
come a little more insight 
and reassurance.” 

The new Facebook 
group, Protect Kenfig 
Nature Reserve, cur¬ 
rently has more than 
2,400 members. 

BCBC’s cabinet 
member for education 
and regeneration Charles 
Smith said time was run¬ 
ning out. 

He said: “What will 
happen in a few months 
time is that like any rea¬ 
sonable tenant, we will 
vacate the premises and 
leave it in the state the 
owner would expect. 

“The ball is in the trus¬ 
tees’ court, we have done 
everything we possibly 
can. 

“NRW is the backstop 
which would be a very 
minimal sort of service.” 

County councillor for 
Pyle Jane Gebbie said: 
“All the residents are 
concerned they’re going 
to lose such a marvellous 
and beautiful site.” 

While BCBC’s cab¬ 
inet officially took the 


decision to no longer 
manage the reserve in 
December 2018 it has 
been in the pipeline for 
many years. 

Council officers first 
began the process of 
trying to appoint a suc¬ 
cessor in 2010 but said 
they failed to make any 
progress with the land- 
owner despite several 
years of spending “a lot 
of time and money”. 

The local authority 
says it is leaving to 
make way for a more 
specialised organisation 
like the Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB) or the Wildlife 
Trust to run the attraction 
on a more commercial 
basis and make it pay 
for itself in a sustainable 
way. 

The council is under¬ 
stood to be the only 
local authority managing 
a nature reserve with a 
national designation, and 
a site of special scientific 
interest. 

Cllr Smith has pre¬ 
viously said while the 
council has the expertise 
to fulfil the lease, and 
maintain and improve the 
ecology on site, it doesn’t 
have the expertise to 
maintain the site into the 
future. 

In a statement, the 
Kenfig Corporation 
Trust said: “The Trust 
continues to explore all 
possible options in rela¬ 
tion to the reserve and 
remains committed to 
ensuring that any future 
party managing the same, 
builds upon the vision 
and values.”

Aberthaw Power Station 
will finally close next year 



Protestors have called for Aberthaw’s closure in recent years. 


ABERTHAW Power station will 
close in March of next year, with 
170 jobs lost as a result. 

The news is not a surprise by any 
means, as the station has been used 
mainly as a ‘back up’ in recent years. 

The company has acknowledged that as 
a coal-fired power station, its days were 
numbered, describing the market condi¬ 
tions for such stations as “challenging”. 

Local green groups will not be mourning 
its loss either, as there have been calls 
for it to be closed for over 20 years. 

In a statement, RWE Generation said: 
“RWE has taken the decision to close the 
1,560MW Aberthaw B coal-fired power 
station. RWE will transfer Aberthaw 
Power Station’s existing Capacity Market 
agreements for the years 2019/2020 and 
2020/2021 to third parties and a small pro¬ 
portion to other units within RWE’s fleet. 

“In doing so, it is assured that the 
total amount of capacity available under 
the capacity market remains the same. 

“Consultation with affected staff and 
employeerepresentativeswillnowbegin.The 
proposed date of closure is March 31,2020. 

“It has been clear for some time that the 
market conditions for coal-fired power gen¬ 
eration in the UK have been challenging.” 

Roger Miesen, Chief Executive Officer 
of RWE Generation said: “This is a diffi¬ 
cult time for everyone at Aberthaw Power 
Station. However, market conditions made 
this decision necessary. I would like to 
thank all of our staff, past and present, who 
have contributed to the success of the station 
for so many years. Over the coming months 
we will complete the consultation process. 

“Aberthaw B Power Station in Wales 
has played a critical role in the UK’s power 
generation mix since it began operation 


in 1971, establishing strong links with 
the community and contributing mil¬ 
lions of pounds to the local economy. 

“The decision to close the station will 
contribute to the company’s goal to reduce 
its C02 emissions step by step. Since 
2012, RWE has already decreased its C02 
emissions from power generation by 60 
million tons per year, which is comparable 
to taking 30 million cars off the road.” 

The details of the Capacity Market 
Agreement transfer remain confidential. 

Regional AM Andrew RT Davies 
said: “The closure of Aberthaw Power 
Station will mark the end of an era. 

“Obviously, with the increasing reliance 
on renewables this news was expected, and 
the site has been on notice for some time. 

“But it is vital proper support and 
arrangements are now put in place 
for the staff working on the site, 
so that we can find them other roles. 


“Also, many residents have con¬ 
tacted me over recent months express¬ 
ing concerns over what may hap¬ 
pen to the site when the plant closes. 

“It is therefore crucial that proper 
safeguards are put in place for 
when decommissioning occurs.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt said: “Ihave supported 
the loyal and skilled workforce at Aberthaw 
over the past 20 years and want their loyalty 
recognised by RWE, given the assurances 
we have had of a longer life for the plant. 

“I am speaking to RWE man¬ 
agement and the unions about the sit¬ 
uation, drawing on Welsh Government 
support for those losing their jobs. 

“The Welsh Government will make 
available its normal package of support 
for individuals impacted by this news - 
through our Employability Programme, 
ReAct funding as well as facilitating 
Careers Wales and DWP advice.”

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Don’t get stung 


WITH the hot 
weather, the like¬ 
lihood of being 
bitten or stung will 
increase dramati¬ 
cally, but nine of the 
best home remedies 
for combating insect 
wounds have been 
revealed. 

Outdoors experts at 
BillyOh.com have com¬ 
piled a guide on how to 
deal with bites and stings 
from some of the UK’s 
many critters. 

Most Brits will suffer a 
wasp, spider or mosquito 
attack at some point in 
their lives, but the risk of 
being bitten or stung is 
particularly prevalent in 
the summer. 

As the majority of 
insects will only attack 
when they feel agitated 
or threatened, it’s rela¬ 
tively easy to avoid the 
situation - simply stay 
calm and slowly move 
away from the offending 
critter. 

For the unlucky ones 
that suffer a sharp bite 
or sting, household items 
such as honey and ice 
can help soothe pain and 
reduce the swelling. 

A spokesperson said: 
“Most of us relish the 
arrival of summer and the 
long, warm days that go 
with it - but so do pesky 
insects. It is important 
to remember that critters 
and flies will only bite 
when agitated or when 
they feel threatened, 
so it’s best to try and 
avoid them altogether. If 
you are bitten or stung, 
it’s good to have some 
foolproof home remedies 
to hand to soothe the 
injuries. 

“If the pain and swell¬ 
ing doesn’t let up and 
the wound is showing 
signs of infection, see a 
medical professional as 
soon as possible.” 

1. Ice: Ice is a great 
remedy for soothing any 
bites and stings, as the 
cold helps to diminish 


the itch, reduces the 
inflammation or swelling 
and eases the pain. Place 
crushed ice into a small 
sandwich bag, wrap in 
a towel and place over 
the affected area until the 
skin feels calmer. 

2. Aloe Vera gel: This 
multi-purpose plant- 
based gel is naturally 
soothing and moisturis¬ 
ing on the skin, and it 
also holds anti-inflam¬ 
matory and antibacterial 
properties. Putting a 
small amount of gel onto 
the bite or sting will help 
reduce the level of swell¬ 
ing and prevent the site 
from becoming infected. 

3. Raw honey: Honey 
helps combat inflam¬ 
mation and can reduce 
swelling, and the natural 
antibacterial qualities 
help to prevent infection 
and increases the speed 
of healing. Spread a 
small amount on the 
sting, preferably indoors 
so the smell does not 
attract more bees. 

4. Witch Hazel: This 
remedy is anti-inflamma¬ 
tory and can also reduce 
the sensation of itching, 
so is perfect to combat 
ant bites. Using a cot¬ 
ton swab, dab a small 
amount of the solution 
onto the sore area and 
after a few minutes rinse 
off with water. This will 
reduce swelling and take 
the sting out of insect 
bites. 

5. Sugar: Best used 
after the sting is almost 
healed, as this will make 
the scar that is left almost 
vanish. Dab water on the 
affected area, then cover 
with sugar and leave for 
a long period of time. 
But keep note to wash 
off before sleeping and 
do not leave overnight 
as insects are attracted 
to sugar. 

6. Peppermint oil: 
Peppermint is one of 
the best essential oils to 
deal with painful stings 
and bites. The cooling 
effect will calm the area 


and reduce irritation and 
itchiness. It will also 
improve blood circula¬ 
tion and cleanse toxin 
from the area, accelerat¬ 
ing the healing process. 
Apply the oil to the bitten 
area and massage gently 
to encourage blood flow. 

7. Aspirin: A popular 
choice amongst doctors, 
aspirin will eliminate the 
toxins released that are 
present in the affected 
area, reducing the level 
of inflammation and 
healing the bite faster. It 
also contains acetylsali- 
cylic acid which relieves 
pain. To use, simply 
crush two tablets with 
water to make a thick 
paste, apply to the area 
for a couple of minutes 
and wash off. This is an 
almost fool-proof way to 
get rid of the irritating 
itching sensation. 

8. Papaya: The 

enzymes this fruit con¬ 
tains can reduce the level 
of inflammation and so 
counteracts the effect of 
the venom. Simply cut a 
fresh slice of papaya and 
place over the bitten skin. 
It is important to ensure 
the fruit is still moist 
for maximum benefit. 
Replace when dried out 
and repeat until the skin 
is less inflamed. 

9. Natural clay: A 
wonderful absorber and 
treatment that has been 
used for thousands of 
years. Nowadays, clay 
is used in face masks 
to thoroughly clean the 
skin of any dirt, as our 
skin can easily absorb 
the trace minerals found 
in clay. This makes it a 
great product for remov¬ 
ing toxins out of a bite 
or sting. For an almost 
instant relief from pain 
and itchiness, just mix 
some clay with water to 
produce a fine paste and 
cover the bites with this 
mixture.

Welsh youngsters are positively 
all at sea for on TS Faramir 



THE Welsh ‘Voyage of Recovery’ 
is an experiment in adventure 
therapy, to support young peo¬ 
ple and their mental health. 

On August 5, three groups from across 
Wales began sailing TS Faramir around 
the Irish Sea in relay over three weeks. 
Taking in the coast of Wales, Northern 
Ireland and the Isle of Man, they will finish 
in Cardiff Bay on August 24. 

Many of the young people on the 
voyage have everyday lives which are 
restricted by their situation and social cir¬ 
cumstances, with limited opportunity for 
new experiences which allow growth and 
self-development. Most mental health care 
focuses on trying to change the individu¬ 
al’s problems - to reduce symptoms with 
medication, or to improve psychological 
adjustment with therapy. 

The project aims to address the fac¬ 
tors which keep people stuck in their life 
situation and in services, by providing a 
radically different environment in which to 
develop confidence, new skills, engage in 
physical health promotion and have a fresh 
perspective on life. 

The young people will be sailing 
Faramir, a purpose-built 22-metre 
Bermuda ketch-rigged sail training vessel. 


Sailing long distances involves plenty of 
physical effort and teamwork: raising, low¬ 
ering, and handling the sails; hauling on 
ropes; steering, keeping a constant lookout 
and learning how to navigate; cooking, 
cleaning and everyday boat maintenance. 

Committing to an adventure on the scale 
of this voyage is both a bold and daunting 
decision for all involved. Everyone is leav¬ 
ing their comfort zone far behind to live 
in close proximity with 17 other people 
for a week; eating, sleeping and sailing 
to a strict routine; working in teams to 
sail the boat; coping with seasickness and 
disturbed sleep. They will also encounter 
many types of birds, seals, porpoise, dol¬ 
phin, incredible scenery, and experience 
the exhilaration of sailing a large yacht 
across the wilderness of the open sea. 

The voyage is a joint project between 
the Welsh mental health charity Hafal, 
the mental health and learning disability 
1000 Lives Improvement team at PHW 
and the Early Intervention in Psychosis 
(EIP) National Steering Group for Early 
Intervention in Psychosis. Funding to sup¬ 
port this initiative has come from the North 
Wales Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Aneurin Bevan Health Board, PHW 1000 
lives and Hafal. There is also a GO FUND 
page set up for EIP Services in Wales 


Adventure Therapy Intervention to assist 
the voyage and future Big Adventures for 
the group of young people. 

Each leg of the voyage will involve 10 
young people, with four leaders from their 
local EIP services and three permanent 
crew, who teach the young people to sail 
the boat themselves. The young people 
have had early experiences of psychosis, 
and are being supported by NHS Early 
Intervention in Psychosis (EIP) services 
across Wales and Hafal recovery prac¬ 
titioners. Staff from these services are 
on board as the group leaders and they 
are able to provide therapeutic support 
and interventions. They will also address 
difficulties if they arise - work which will 
continue after the voyage with the young 
people, in consolidating the benefits of the 
experience. 

The project hopes to raise awareness 
of the difficulties faced by young people 
with early psychosis, of their potential for 
achievement; and to illustrate the impor¬ 
tance of having effective EIP services, 
using an innovative approach and the 
aspiration to draw on the potential of the 
landscape and coast of Wales the country 
for health benefits.

THE 13th annual Lez Rogers 
Memorial Double took place 
at RAF Brize Norton over the 
weekend of July 12. 

Lez was from Regent Street in Barry 
and was also an Airforce sergeant and 
Wales’ top tenpin bowler at the time 
of his death, aged just 38 and about to 
represent Wales at the Commonwealth 
Championships in Melbourne, Australia. 

This is the third time the event has 
been held at RAF Brize Norton, which 
was Lez’s first posting. Last year it 
clashed with the Royal International Air 
Tattoo at Fairford and entries were down 
slightly: this year saw 90 teams enter, 
which is a record for RAF Brize Norton. 

Brize Norton has just 12 lanes and 
all teams bowl six games each, with 
the highest score plus handicap being 
declared as the winning team. The first 
squad started on Friday and local bowl¬ 
ers Pip Wellsteed and Ross Ellison took 
the early lead with 2810. For the past 12 
years this tournament has raised money 
for the British Heart Foundation, but this 
year the Charity was Mind, something 
very close to Kay Rogers’ (Lez’s widow) 
heart. The Friday leaders were soon 
overtaken by RAF Beatles with 2817. 

This team featured the RAF pairing 
of Chris Maddock and Anthony Moore 
and was short lived once the Saturday 
4pm squad had finished, as the Welsh 
youngsters - Time To Spare - featuring 
15 year old Ashton Newton, who shot his 
personal best game of 269 and Kay and 
Lez’s daughter Carrianne Rogers, who 
has represented Wales at junior, youth 
and adult levels, took the lead with an 
impressive 2869. 

A lot of bowlers tried to take the 
lead off the young pairing but Ashton 
and Carrianne held on to the lead to

In 1984, Bruce 
Springsteen raged 
against his sense of 
isolation and alienation 
in the lyrics to ‘Dancing 
In The Dark’. 

He crafted a pop 
classic from heartfelt 
self-analysis - “I’m just 
tired and bored with 
myself’; “There’s a joke 
here somewhere and it’s 
on me” - searching for a 
glimmer of hope in the 
fug because as he notes 
in the chorus: “You 
can’t start a fire without 


a spark.” 

Blinded By The Light 
harnesses that raw 
energy as a toe-tapping 
soundtrack to one 
downtrodden British 
Pakistani teenager’s 
self-awakening in 1980s 
Luton. 

Adapted from Sarfraz 
Mansoor’s memoir 
Greetings From Bury 
Park, director Gurinder 
Chadha’s uplifting 
coming-of-age comedy 
is composed to familiar 
emotional beats includ¬ 
ing an exuberant sprint 
through town to the 
insistent thrum of ‘Bom 
To Run’. 

It’s uplifting fare 
with a killer soundtrack, 
which provides a brisk 
tempo to the war of 
words between the 
teenage protagonist and 
his father, who says: 
“You will always be 
Pakistani, you will never 
be British!”

Bake yourself a delicious loaf this weekend 


GOOD bread is ‘the staff of life’. In 
some countries it is eaten at every meal, 
but if you can’t imagine yourself doing 
that maybe the quality of the bread is to 
blame. 

Making bread is less complicated than baking 
a cake: there are usually fewer ingredients and, 
although the process takes longer, you do not have 
to be hanging around in the kitchen for most of it. 

The basic ingredients for a loaf of bread are: 
flour, yeast, water and salt. Anything beyond that 
is up to the baker, and what a world of flavour is 
opened up just by varying the types and grinds of 
flour to be used, or the herbs and seeds you add! 

I present below a simple recipe for a light rye 
loaf, inspired by one of Elizabeth David’s recipes. 
It’s a favourite in our family. 

Points to observe: 

1. Use either imperial or metric measurements. 

2. Don’t sweat too much over the kneading 
time - some recipes I’ve used tell you to ‘knead 
throughly for 10-15 minutes’. I’ve personally never 
kneaded dough for anywhere near that long; five 
minutes should be plenty for the recipe below, and 
the dough should feel silky and warm. 

3. The amount of water specified is an

approximate amount; 
your flour will vary in 
the amount of moisture 
it already holds. Whole 
meal flours take up 
more water, so don’t 
be afraid to add more 
if the dough is too stiff 
to work. 

4. If your dough isn’t 
rising as fast as you 
think it should, put it in 
a warmer place or just 
give it more time. Two 
fingers plunged into 
the dough will tell you 
if it’s risen enough the 
first time - if the holes 
immediately fill back 
in, give it longer. If the 
holes stay open, it’s 
time for the next step. 

Light rye loaf (makes 
2 medium loaves) 

30 oz / 850g strong 
white bread flour 

6 oz /17Og rye bread 
flour 

3 tsp salt 

7 g dried yeast/easy bake yeast, or 15g / half an 
ounce fresh yeast. 

24 fluid oz / 680ml lukewarm water 

Mix the flours and salt in your large bowl; mix 
the easy bake yeast straight in. 

If you’re using plain dried yeast, activate for five 
minutes or so according to the instructions on the 
packet, and then add it to the flour. 

Fresh yeast is crumbled into the centre of the 
flour and mixed with some of the water until 
smooth; I leave the bowl covered until the yeast 
shows it’s active (about 10 minutes). 

Once the yeast is in, whatever kind you use, mix 
the rest of the lukewarm water and all the flour in 
to make a manageable dough that will come out of 
the bowl. Experience will help here, feel free to add 
more water - or flour (in case you added too much 
water!). It’s not an exact science! 

Knead your dough until it’s warm and silky, 
and round it up into a nice ball and put it back in 
the clean warm bowl to rise. Grease the bowl so it 
won’t stick. Cover with a damp tea towel or cling 
film and leave until the dough has about doubled 
in size. 

Your dough has now risen - maybe it even 
popped the lid off the bowl! (Use the ‘finger 
poke’ test if you’re unsure.) Turn it out now onto 
a floured surface and knock it down and fold it a 


couple of times (no need to be brutal) then leave 
aside while you grease your bread tins with oil or 
butter. 

Cut the dough in two, fold each piece into an 
orderly ‘sausage roll’ and lay each, seam side 
down, in its tin. Press down into the comers if you 
like but it will fill them anyway. 

Cover the tins again with the damp tea towel and 
leave in a warm place to rise nicely just above the 
level of the tin’s rim. Pre-heat your oven to 200C/ 
gas mark 6 while they’re rising. I slice quickly 
along the top with a very sharp knife just before 
they go in the oven, it makes a nice pattern and 
helps the loaf to rise evenly in the oven. 

Put the loaves in about the middle of the oven 
to give them room to expand without burning their 
heads on the ceiling. A fan oven is fine. 

Keep that temperature for about 15 minutes, 
then turn it down to about 180/ gas mark 5. After 
about 40 minutes (keep an eye on the browning 
process - I don’t know how accurate your oven 
temperature is) take a loaf out of its tin and tap its 
little bottom: if it knocks with a hollow sound, your 
bread is baked. 

If it sounds a little ‘dumphy’ still, put ‘er back 
in and wait another 15 minutes. Again, it’s not an 
exact science. 

When you’re happy it’s baked, take the loaves 
out of their tins and set them to cool on a wire rack. 
Take a photograph - it won’t last long!

Gareth’s knee 
is fine again! 



TWO operations 
on a damaged knee 
could have stopped 
Welsh karate black- 
belt Gareth Rowe 
competing at the top 
level after almost 30 
years in the sport. 

But as he was pre¬ 
sented with the Gold 
Medal at the WUKF 
World Championships 
in Bratislava {above), 
52-year-old Gareth was 
looking to the future and 
now has his eyes on more 
international titles. 

Gareth, a pharma¬ 
cist and father of two 
who lives in Bridgend 
with wife Cathie, was 
first troubled by the 
injury after compet¬ 
ing in the European 
Championships in 2014. 

Things deteriorated 
until he was forced to 
give up training alto¬ 
gether, but two opera¬ 
tions to fix the tendons 
and reduce the swelling 
in his right patella saw 
him back on his feet and 
in competition again. 

Gareth, whose sons 
Alex and Ben are both 
1st Dan Black-belts, 
co-runs a karate club in 


Pencoed. He said: “As a 
so-called ‘mature athlete’ 
it’s not uncommon to be 
looked upon as ‘slightly 
foolish’ for wanting to 
compete in something 
that is so physical. 

“But karate has so 
many benefits - both 
physically and mentally 
- that I was determined 
I wouldn’t be forced out 
by injury.” 

Gareth met 

Orthopaedic consultant 
Mr Rhidian Morgan- 
Jones at Spire Cardiff 
Hospital who explained 
that after non-operative 
treatment with phys¬ 
iotherapy and steroid 
injections had not helped, 
there were times when 
surgery was the best 
option. 

He said: “Gareth’s 
knee needed some pre¬ 
cision surgery - taking 
away damaged and 
inflamed tissue as well 
as removing a bony 
spur that had developed 
around the patella (knee¬ 
cap). Once this was done 
there was no reason why 
he couldn’t return to 
sport. 

“As long as the 
patient listens to their 


physiotherapist and 
undergoes the right reha¬ 
bilitation after surgery, 
then age shouldn’t be the 
main factor. In Gareth’s 
case there is no reason he 
shouldn’t be involved in 
karate for many years to 
come.” 

A member of the 
Karate Wales squad since 
2013 Gareth had already 
competed in two World 
Championships and 
two previous European 
Championships before 
his victory in the 51 to 
60 years category in 
Bratislava. 

He said: “It was a 
great feeling to become 
a World Champion and 
even better were the 
number of people in the 
sport who went out of 
their way to congratulate 
me and pass on their best 
wishes. 

“ft has been a tough 
road to recovery but it 
was all worth it. Now 
I hope others suffering 
with similar injuries will 
see what I have done 
and be encouraged to 
seek medical advice for 
themselves.”
